LOS ANGELES.

August 9th was one 
eventful days of the year, as 
marked the " Arrival of the Great 
Pacific Fleet" at Los Angeles harbor. 
Los Angeles was deserted by half 
of its population that turned out to 
greet the fleet. Thousands of auto- 

1 mobile parties were massed along 
the water front, and people from all 
sections of Southern California were 
gathered at points of vantage on the 
bluffs and the Terminal island 
strand. The people were earnestly 
scanning the Southern horizon when 
the units of the Pacific fleet flrst 
appeared, at two o'clock of that 
afterncon, as specks scarcely dis- 
cernible through the noon mists, 
steaming steadily northward to the 
reviewing area, they grew in size 
and number, their huge tunnels 
spreading a shroud of black smoke 
behind them, as they loomeil before 
the admiring throngsof Los Angeles 
as one of Ihe most powerful armadas 
tliat ever sailed the seven seas. The 
Ndw Mexico, Admiral Rodman's flag 
ship, barked out its salute of several 
guns In honor of Los Angeles and 
the courtesy was immediately follow 
ed by the Admiral salute for Admiral 
Rodman from the shore batteries. 
The New Mexico is the most power- 
ful vessel in the fleet, and the only 
electrically driven vessel afloat. 
Secretary Daniels of the Navy, 
Governor Stephens of California, 
the Governor of New Mexico, and 
Mayor Synder and his official party 
exchanged greetings with Admiral 
Rodman aboard the New Mexico. 
This organisation of the fleet into 
two powerful fleets is au epoch mak- 
ing event in naval history, and pre- 
sages the day when the whole fleet, 
now composed of more than 1,000,- 
000 tons with 5,000,000 more tons 
building, will make the magnitude 
of today's fleet seem small in com- 
parison, as the fleet sent around by 
Roosevelt seemed small as compared 
with this review. The Roosevelt 
fleet was composed of a total of 
»24,000 tons. This fleet today, 
totals 526,000 tons. The flagship 
of Almiral Evans' fleet, the Con- 
oecUcut, was only half as large as 
Admiral Rodman's flagship, the 
New Mexico.

The most bril- 
liant decorations ol all kinds over

I were a great delight to those who 
never saw such decorations before. 
They were generously treated to 
whatever Loa Angeles could offei 
them. Thousands of eurioua people 
turned out to take in the battle 
ships during the fleet week. The 
officers and sailors have never bad 
such a glorious time before. 

In the course of a s[>eeoh made 
by Secretary Daniels of the Navy 
here, before leaving fot Honolulu, 
he declared "The Coming of the 
Pacific Fleet to the Shores of Cali- 
fornia is the greatest epoch in the 
history of this State." He again 
declared " The largest battleship 
the world has ever known, bigger, 
mightier Aud more powerful than 
anything ever dreamed of by any 
other government, is now being 
built at Mare Island and is to be 
called the California, and be maile 
a part of the Pacific Fleet. This 
statement was cheered to the echo. 

We have finally succeeded in 
securing the protection of a power- 
ful fleet along the Pacific Coast, for 
which we have often asked and 
patiently waited for many years. 
Now we are very safe in the care 
of the Pacific fleet.

hostilities with Germany and in the 
submarine zone. During this 
period it conveyed 109 ships safely 
overseas. After the signing of 
the armistice, the Montana, made 
six complete trips, bringing back 
9000 officers and men.

With the utmost .so 1 row we have 
to chronicle the demise of one of 
Jciinetle's well- know citizt^ns in 
the pel son of Lonin Albei t Diamond. 
Mr. Diamond peacefully passed 
away at his residence in the above 
mentioned town at nine o'clock, 
Thursday night, Septeml)er 18th, 
1919, after an illness of almost three 
month.s with an enlargement of 
liver. He was born in the town of 
lliittoii, Allofi'lii'iiy County, r»a., 
April 12th, 1867, and was there- 
fore in the 62d year of his age. 

On Monday morning, the 22d, 
the rnneial look place at his late 
home, where Mass of Requiem wn.s 
celebrated. Afterwards his body 
was taken by his widow and several 
of her friends ou a train to Pitts- 
burg, where it was finally laid to 
rest in St. Mary's Cemetery. 

Deceased attended the Catholic 
School for the Deaf in buffalo, 
N. Y., where he was graduated 
more than forty-four years back. 
After this be returned to his home 
in Hutton, Pa., where he served his 
apprenticeship as a carpenter, and 
finishing his trade, he came to the 
town of Jeannette more than twenty- 
eight' years ago, where he success- 
folly secured a situation in a planing 
mill, when the town was merely a 
small hamlet. No doubt he has 
never failed to follow his trade with 
remarkable success since he lauded 
in that village. He had been for 
more than forty-one years by oc 
cupation a carpenter. He was re- 
garded as a man of mechanical turn 
of mind. Later he accepted a 
better postiou in a similar mill at 
Penn Station, where he had worked 
steadily until sickuess compelled 
him to relinquish that job. 
Since the Fourth of July he had 
been confined to his home suffering 
terribly with liver trouble until the 
end came. Wo were informed that 
his boss, owner of the plan- 
ing mill, missed him very much, be- 
cause he always considered that he 
was the best workman he ever had. 
The dece.ased was a member of 
Pittsburg Council, No. 9, Koights 
of Do I'Epee, and likewise served 
in the capacity of Treasurer. He 
also ))elonged to the Penn Station 
Carpenter's Union and was enthu- 
siatio and loyal. Six of his fellow- 
workmen acted as pall-bearers for 
him. He had quite a large circle 
of acquaintances nnd friends in 
Jeannette, who knew him best, for 
be had spent many years of his life 
in that growing city as a law-abiding 
citizen, and was ever a fun-loving, 
jovial good fellow, too. Unqiies 
tionably he will be sadly missed in 
silent circles. 

It may be worth mention that he 
was a sou of William Diamond 
(now deceased) a deaf-mute him- 
self, who was for a number of years 
a glass blower. The latter was 
educated at the old Broad and Pine 
Streels School in the "City of 
Brofhorly iiOve," where he gained 
fame as a man of more than or- 
dinary intelligence, besides being 
quite entertaining as a story teller. 
The will of Ihe late L. A 
Diamond was proltated In Ihe office 
of the Register of Wills at the local 
Court House. The testator 

bequeathes all his real and personal 
estate to Mrs. Mary E. Diamond, 
who is the executrix and the sole 
leg.'tiee of the will, 'i'hu will was 
made Wednesday, September 17th, 
1919. Well, wo are gratified to 
note the fact that Mrs. Diamond 
was kindly remembered with such 
a comfortable fortune.

HHOE MAN, WISHED HE COULD 

HOWL B-OB JOY. 

Martin R. Minkle, the well 
known deaf and dumb shoemaker, 
who has a shop on Chestnut Street, 
made the find of his life when upon 
opening a tiny paper package con- 
laiuing an old slioe which had been 
left In his shop thioe jears ago by 
an uuremeiubered party, he found 
$300 iu bills iu the shoe. Had he 
been able to give utterance to his 
feelings, he would have howled for 
joy. How the money came to have 
t)een left lit the shoe Mi. Minkle 
does not know, but it Im probable 
that the money was biddon there by 
some person for " safe keeping" 
and that this hiding place was theu 
forgotten or overlooked or, that the 
shoe was delivered to the shoe- 
maker for repairs without the own- 
er boiug aware that some one else 
had chosen it for a hiding place. 

Mr. Minkle has written out for 
the Leader the following account 
concerning the finding of this 
money : 

" Otre lime about three years ago, 
a few people biongbt their shoes to 
my shop lo be repaired aud I told 
them that they were no good and 
they told me to keep them and give 
them away to tramps. I stored 
them in my shop aud forgot all 
about them. My daughter, Jessie, 
entered my nhop recojilly and play- 
ed with these long forgotten old 
shoes filled with shoe buttons and 
old leather pieoos. She then wont 
out to play leaving them In the 
bay wiu'low of the shop. I needed 
some pieces from old shoes to fix ou 
roller skates. I took one of these 
long-forgotlcn shoes and emptied 
the shoe butUnis and leather pieces 
all out and saw a finy paper pack- 
age among them and opeued it. To 
my surprise there came out a large 
sum of money, $300. Think of it I 

" Jessie also is such a keen obser- 
ver, that she finds many coins from 
one penny up to one dollar on side- 
walks, street crossings and in street 
oars and stores. She has saved near- 
ly five dollars in three years, after 
finding the money. She also found 
some money in a paper hag after 
taking the eggs out to put them in 
an earthernware dish."

Ootober 4, 1919 —The Columbus 
Blanch of the N. A. D. held its 
meeting last Friday evening with 
an attendance of twenty-five mem- 
liers. Mr. J. B. Showalter presid- 
ed aud Miss Ethel Zell recorded the 
proceedings. Reports of Commit- 
tees were received and acted upon, 
and rnutiue business disposed of. 
The matter of increasing the mem- 
bership of the N. A. D. came up, 
and President Showalter gave his 
ex[ierience of the task in his visit 
to Dayton and Toledo last summer, 
whore he urged the deaf he met to 
join the Association. When he 
tackled the deaf on the matter, 
much to his surprise and to the 
members of the Columbus Branch, 
he was met with complaints against 
tlie Association, whioli in our 
opinion .ire more f.iucied than real. 
The first objection was that most of 
the officers of the N. A. D. are held 
by college folks or teachers of 
schools all the time, and thus giv- 
ing the deaf in geueial no oppor- 
tunity to shine. (This Is certainly 
not true of the Columbus Branch 
said Mr. Showalter, for here the 
teachers and college graduates pre 
fer to hold back seat« and Ivt the 
other fellows do the offloeriug.) 
Tliey, the non members, felt that 
they were ignored at Conventions 
by such persons, and claimed that 
the college people or teachers never 
worked for the good of the N. A. 
D. against oralism. Teachers could 
not do this because it would reflect 
self-iuteresl ou them. They also 
claimed that they, the teachers, 
were afraid of losing thoii jobs if 
they showed opposition to oralism. 

We can say here positively that 
is onlrue, and we can meution 
names of teachers who have fought 
the method in and out of school, 
and they are still at it. 

Others whom Mr. Showalter urged 
to join gave as an excuse tnat they 
did not care to bother about send- 
ing llieir annual dues to the trea- 
surer, and at the end of the year 
if their dues are not paid they are 
dropped from the Association. Mr. 
Showalter suggested that they send 
their tines through some one person 
in their midrti, and thus save lime 
and bother. 

Some thought it was no use join- 
ing fits N. A. D., for they got no 
b(<iielits from it. It was a good 
thing for tieaf teachers, but not for 
outsiders. They also claimed that 
at Conventions of the N. A. D. only 
teachers aud college graduates were 
given recognition by the president 
when questions are up for discus- 
sion. 

Ou motion of Miss Lamson, it was 
unanimously decided that Mr. 
Showalter's data of the opinions 
and impressions of the deaf in these 
two cities be printed in the JoUR 
NAi. and Ohio Chumide, so the pub- 
lic could see why the N. A. D. does 
uot get many new members nor re- 
tain tlieir meml>ership loni;. 

Also the talk given by Dr. Patter- 
son last June befoie the Branch. 

He said : The trouble with the 
N. A. D. is that the members talk- 
mi much and did little. The pro- 
paganda sliould be backed by out 
aiders of the sohoois, iu)t teachers, 
)is the latter would be accused of 
being over zealous because of self- 
interest. Men of business who 
have no connection with institu- 
tions should do (he fighting, so the 
oralists could not strike back a' d 
say we teachers have an axe to 
grind, rather they would respect 
more the wishes of the deaf. 

Tlie office of an organizing Sec- 
retary should be instituted, and he 
devote his whole time to securing 
new members and get them in- 
terested in the N. A. D. work 

He noticed another weak spot of 
the N. A. D. Conventions. The 
object of the members seemed then 
to having a irood time, aud neglect- 
ing the work for which the meetings 
are called. To overcome this, he 
thought it would be better to have 
delegates chosen to the meetings. 
Jnst as the N. F. S, D. do, and then 
teal business can be trausacte<l if 
the delegates are held strictly to ac- 
count for their attendance to the 
liodies Ihaf nent tltem. 

Another thing lie thought that 
wonld be a strong weapon, would be 
to get the endorsement of parents of 
tlie childriMi, wlio tiad been taught 
orally. 

The teniaiinier of the evening the 
inembers were regaled with a talk 
by Mr. Leon Odebrecht on the 
League of Nations and the Shantung 
questions, lor which he was given a 
vote of thanks at the close of his 
remarks.

ROUSKVKLiT FORCES COM. ORA< 
HAMB TO PAY PIPKK 



An interesting and charncterislic 
storv of Colonel Roosevelt was told 
by the late Lan ranee Grahame, who 
was appointed Commissioner to 
Porto Rico when the Colonel was 
President. 

The Roosevelt Memorial As- 
sociation, now conducting a cam- 
paign for funds to establish fitting 
memorials to the former President, 
recalls that the President made a 
toor of inspection some time after 
the United States had been in charge 
of the Island, and Mr. Grahame was 
naturally anxious to show the result 
of his labors. Jnst at that time the 
Colonel was interested in jiu-jitsu, 
and like everything else he took np, 
was in it heart and soul. 

Riding throngh the streets of San 
Juan in a carriage with Mr. 
Grahame, bowing and waving his 
hands to the cheering people, he was 
meanwhile in deep discnssion with 
Mr. Grahame. The President was 
wasting no time listening to reports. 
He fully iielieved that he had ap- 
pointed the right man for the job, 
and took it for granted ttmt it had 
been properly attended to, as it had. 
The matter of the moment was a 
warm argumnnt regarding the rela- 
tive merits of jiu-jitsn and Cale- 
donian wrestling, and Mr. Gra- 
hame, who was of Scotch descent, 
an athlete and a good wrestler, 
claimed that for every jiu-jitsn grip 
there was some Caledonian 
•* break." Tlie President was not 
to be convinced orally. He said he 
would have to be shown. 

It was agreed that at the first op- 
portunity the proper physical test 
should be made. Later on there 
was an intermission of about twenty 
minutes in the exercises of the day, 
before tbe ceremony of presentation 
of the Keys of the City. The event 
was to take place in the " Throne 
Room," back ofjwhich was a " Rob- 
ing Room." What better time or 
place to settle such an important 
controversy? So the President of 
the United States and the High 
ComuiHsiouer of Porto Rico pulled 
off their coats and "went to it." 
The physical argument finally 
resulted in a tight clinch, with tbe 
High Commissioner's head under 
the Presidential arm a position 
known as " in chancery." 

The counter move in such a case, 
under the Caledonian method, h to 
place the palm of the band under 
the opponent's nose and shove his 
head over backwards. Unfortn- 
nalely for Mr. Grahame, he got his 
hand under the PreHident'a chin in- 
stead of his nose, abonl the most im- 
movable point of Roosevelt's 
anatomy, ami the rcHiiIi was a dead- 
lock.
